To Whom It May Concern: 

Your Honor, my name is Tung Lee and I'm the Personal Representative of my late sister Ching Lee. Right 
now I am working on her probate proceeding (No. 04-4-01 742-1 SEA, SUPERIOR COURT OF WASHINGTON, 
COUNTY OF KING). 

Over the last few years, my sisters and i were trying to find our missing brother Lin Lee, one of the noted 
beneficiaries. 

I went to San Francisco twice in the early 80s (on my own accord), and once during 2005 (after my sibling 
Ching's probate had begun), hoping to find him, but with no results. All my sisters are in their 60s and 70s now 
and we're all wondering whether we'll find out our brother's location or what happened to him. When my 
father put his (Lin Lee's) name on the list of the beneficiaries, I realized it would be a difficult task to resolve, 
due to the fact that we had lost contact with him over 30 years ago. I felt this was my father's way to tell me to 
find him (He passed away at the age of 96, a couple years after Ching's probate had begun) and reunite the 
family. We had high hopes on finding him at the time, but as the years have passed, we've gradually been 
losing hope on finding him on our own accord. 

Early in 2007, one of the beneficiaries found Lin Lee's Alien Registration number in her immigration 
documents. I immediately filed The Freedom of information/Privacy Act Request G-639 to the Department of 
Homeland Security / USCIS as follows: 

April 1 8 2007 Sent file G-639 to Department 

May 4 2007 Assigned case No. NRC2007033098. 

December 26 2007 Letter from Department. 

After over three years with no results and without any response from Lin Lee, I've felt the need to act as the 
Department of immigration Services (USCIS) suggested: They are able to release the information about my 
brother (Lin Lee) to me, but if and only if they have received an order from the Federal Court that is signed by 
a Federal Judge. 

Your Honor, I am writing this letter to request an order to obtain materials through the Department of 
USCIS - the release of the information regarding my missing brother Lin Lee to me, so I can find him, close the 
pending probate, and at the same time, complete my father's dying wish. My family and I really appreciate 
your help in resolving this matter.

We have completed our review of your request and have determined we cannot release any information 
from this file. We are prohibited from releasing information to a third-party requester without the written 
consent of the subject or a court order issued by a Federal District Court and signed by a judge. We are 
withholding the infornratkm pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(6) of the FOIA. 

Freedom of Information Act U.S.C. 552 (b)(6) 

Exemption (b)(6) permits the government to withhold all information about individuals in personnel, 
medical and similar files where the disclosure of such information would constitute a clearly unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy. The types of documents and/or information that we have withheld may 
consist of birth certificates, naturalization certificates, drivers license, social security numbers, home 
addresses, dates ofbirth, or various other documents and/or information belonging to a third party that are 
considered personal.
